One of tha most lamentable deaths 
that have occurred in Columbia for 
many years was the passing of Dr. B. 
F. Taylor, last Wednesday morning 
at 10:45. The intaUiganoe of his de- 
mise spread a gloom over the entire 
community, and it was hard to realize 
that ttia man who waa apparantly in 
hia osoal health, walking aboat town, 
twenty four hours bafoNt bad fane to 
mast his reward. 

Tba imaiadtata eaoaa of his death 
was an accident. lie had gone out 
auto jridiog with his daughter-in-law, 
■fa. lames Taylor, and niaoe, Miss 
Lenna Thompson, Mr. Alvin Lewis be- 
ing Ute ctiauffeur. On the Campbells 
TlUa piicB, four milaa out of town, and 
while Mrs Taylor was receiving in- 
structions in mansging Uie machine, 
wlUle Brwalng an opan brtdge, the 
' became unmanageable and drop- 
pad orer the structure, a distance of 
tan feat. Tha dootor waa aarfously 
hurt, but at the time it was not 
theaght tiiat his injuries would 
piova CaUl; and ia qaleklj' aa poMible 
he was conveyed to his residence in 
this place. Physicians were with him 
Uia nataSmSme of the day and tHrong^ 
the night, doing all they could to lo- 
oate the trouble and bring about re- 
lief. 

Wednesday morning about 9 o'clock 
the patient realized that he could not 
liTa, and so stated to his family. 
From that hour he began ainUag. tha 
and ooming at 10:45. 

Ichii death not oniy thoae wtK> 
wan near and dear to him sus- 
tained a great loss, but the entire 
town and the county of Adair. 

Dr. Taylor was born at Glenville in 
thisoounty nearly sixty-three years 
ago, his birthday being on the 18th of 
November, his death being leas than 
(hiaa months before that date. 

At seventeen years of age he com 
annoad the study of medieina under 
biaancia, Dr. U. L. Taylor, in this 
place, and after reading a year he en 
iaiadtba Louiavllla University, ^pd 
in dna eoima of ttma ba graduated 
from the inatitotion, and located at 
Baat Fmrk, KatoaUa county, whara be 
aoonboOt np a laiga and loetatlva 
practice, and when he removed from 
that place to Columbia he was per 
hapaonactf Um bait knawn man in 
Uetcalfe ocunty.

As a result of the demands for more 

wa^res which the train service employes 
of the railroads have been pressing upon 
the transportation Hues, the country is 
face to fari' with tbe possibility of the 
greatest strike and the most serious 
indnstrial catastrophe in ita history. 
The engineers, conductors, firemen and 
brakemen ou practically all the rail- 
load lines hav« voted to plae» tiidr 
entire interests In char^re of a few 
leaders within their organizations, and 
to give these leaders aotiiortty to call 
a strike if fliey wish to do so. 

What sucIj a strike would mean to 
the Ainerit'an people cannofc be set 
forth la mere facts and flgnres. It can 
be dimly imagined by those who real- 
ize Vbat an intimate and vital pan 
transportation plays in every Indnstdal 
activity of the country. 

CMee Would Paso etennrtieM. 

There Is scarcely a person In any 
part of the land wbo would not be im- 
mediately affected If tte mUUoos of 
busily turning wheels on our nearly 
three hundred thousand miles of rail- 
way ware to stop for a sin^ dalc'^If 
the tie-up continued for a week, the 
blow to the industry of the country 
would be greater than that caused by 
any panic of recent history. To tbe 
big dtles of the eomtry, and particu- 
larly to the cities of the eastern Sea- 
board, it' would mean a cutting off of 
food supplies that would place the Jn 
habitants virtuaUy in a state of siege. 

In tbe case of many food .products 
tltese cities do not carry on hand a 
Steele sufficient to feed their people for 
more than a week, and in the case of 
some, such as milk and fresh vege- 
tables, supplies are replenished dally. 
The stoppage of traaspoitation there- 
fore, would mean saffering and want- 
to these city dn ollers, and if continued 
for I<mg would threaten many of theui 
with actual starvation. 

Vast Loss to Farmers. 

To the far.iicis of the country a gen 
oral railroad strike would be a catas- 
trophe, only lees serious. Cut off from 
his market, the ftihner coold hot move 
his proilu-'o. .'iiid the price of grain and 
other staple- v.ould be quickly cut in 
two, while the market v.ilue of more 
perishable articles would disappear en- 
tirely. The strike wool^ make it ex 
tremely difflcolt to haxrest crops in 
many sections. It would make the dis- 
posal of tlir crops impossible, and 
would inflict losses amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions of doUara upon the 
farmers of tbe coontiy. 

The great industrial plants of the 
country would soon be forced to close 
down following the declaration of a 
strike becau.ie ttey could not obtain 
supplies needed for their oiKjration, nor 
coold they ship their finished products 
to market Tbetr plants would aoon 
be idle, and mlllicnDS of men would be 
thrown out of work. 

With the income of practically 
every class of citizens either seri- 
ously cut down or suspfnded entire- 
ly, merehants wMdd tfaaaaet ttttie 
business, because thtfe woidd be few 
purchasers. In short, the industrial 
activities of the whole country would 
be virtually palsied from tbe mommt 
the railroads ceased to operate. The 
Injury to tlie railway companies and to 
the striking employes would be ^enor- 
mous, but it would be Inflnlteslmal 
coippared with tbe staggetlag loaa tbat

Members of United atatee Chamber of

. Favor of Letting Intarstat* ComiHWOo 
CommiMion Adjust Contrevvrsy. 

Wasliington. — In order' to ascertain 
the position of tbe business men of 
the nation on the controversy between 
the railroads of the country and the 
unions of train serTlee employes, which 
was precipitated by tbe demand of the 
latter tat an increase In wages tliat 
woQld amovnt to $100,000,000 a year, 
tbe United States Cliamber of Ckun- 
neroe tec«itly snbmitted tlie mat- 
ter to a Tote of an tts members, tttef 
vrere asked to express their opinion as 
to whether the dispute should t>e al- 
lowed to take Its eoone wMh the pos- 
sibility of a great strike that would 
tie op all tbe transportation lines 
thmiglKNit tiie coBiitry and paialyee 
all business, or whether they would 
favor tlie adoption to a joint resolu- 
tioii by tk0 two bvascliM of eoaanes 
directing the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to investigate and pass 
upon the matter. 

Tbe Tote receired was a very birge 
one and represented business organ- 
izations in every part of the coun- 
try. The result was overwhelmingly 
In faror of placing tbe matter in the 
bands of tbe Interstate Commerce 
OomefHseion, SS^i Totee being cast la 
favor of this coarse and only 28^,4 
against it. The result showed clearly 
that the Inislness Interests of the 
country are unalterably against ptf- 
mitting the transportation lines to be 
tied np by a national railroad strike 
that would paralyze the commerce of 
the country and Inflict enormow kMMf 
on all classes of citizens. 

Chairman Wheeler of tbe Commit- 
tee in cliaxge of tbe matter for 
the Chamber of Commerce appear- 
ed before the representatives of the 
railroads and their employes at their 
conference in New York in June. He 
announced the result of the Com- 
mittee's laqiiliy amons the baslness 
men of the country and urged both 
parties to the dispute (o get together 
and adopt the course suggested. As a 
result the committee of managers rep- 
resenting the railroads submitted a 
proposal that tlie whole subject be 
placed befeve the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as requested by the reppe- 
sentatives of the business Interests. 
As an alternative they offered to sub- 
mit tbe demands to arbitration under 
tile Federsl law. Both oSIrs were 
refused by tbe union leaders, who an- 
nounced that they would go back to 
their unions and get authority to de- 
clare a strike. This they have since 
been d<^g. 

Meanwhile a resolation haa been In- 
troduced In Congress fflrectlng the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
make an investigation of railroad 
wages. This resolution is now await- 
ing actkm. It is believed here that if 
noddng fhrther Is done by Coofress or 
by the parties to the wage dispute to 
bring about a peaceful settlement the 
business interests of the country, 
through tbe United States Chamber 
of Commerce, or some other organiza- 
tioB, Win appeal to the Oovemment 
to take some direct and decisive action 
to prevent the destruction of national 
prosperity by a strike on all the rail- 
roarnMB.
